Concerns and Issues 
Cross State Borders 


A delegation from each of the six 
sister chapters met in Austin, Texas the 
second week of October. We represent 
over twenty percent of ALA's total 
membership concentrated in the | 
California, Florida, Illinois, Michigan, 
New York and Texas state chapters. At 
the first sister chapter meeting last year 
in Chicago, it was agreed to meet 

| annually го share mutual concerns and 
program successes. 

Agenda items were much the same as 
at any of our individual chapter meetings 
and our concerns and relations with the 
national organization were surprisingly 
similar. 

Major discussion centered on single 
point dues collection and problems with 
the information side of the system. 
While chapters have been paid our 
member dues, the name, address, status, 
and records aren't available from the 
individual chapter. We are assured that 
National AIA records are correct, but 
what we're seeing certainly doesn't look 
that way. These records are our members 
as well as National's and we, too, need to 
know who and where they are. 

The political discussion also sounded 
much the same from each state. Interior 
design, unlicensed practice and home 
builders are not just Michigan issues. 
Some states were encouraging about 
their prospects in policing unlicensed 

| practice. In Texas, they're rooting for an 
attorney general candidate they feel will 

| enforce their state law. In most states the 
coming election will be fought hard by 
the home builders, who are strongly 
backing their candidates. 

Another major discussion concerned

getting and retaining members. For 
whatever reason, the next generation of 
architects are not joining the AIA. It 
may be that "Generation

of joining. The discussion moved from

" are not joiners or that we are not 


the introduction of new people into the 
profession of architecture. 

Membership blended with the topic of 
nurturing young architects. All six states 
report fewer people taking and passing 
the ARE. We traded anecdotes of people 
who are content to work in an office but 
do not want to be the architect. Young 
people are practicing under the supervi- 
sion of another architect but don't want 
to take the responsibilities of being the 
licensed professional. In California, they 
estimated only 10 percent as many 
candidates sat for the exam as did in the 
late 1980s. If California is a national 
trend-setter, this is most frightening for 
the profession. 

We're all getting older and must train 
our replacements to accept not only the 
pleasures of design but also the responsi- 
bilities of being a licensed architect. 
Several possible solutions were talked 
about and they all came back to some 
form of mentoring. All states except 
California have a mentoring requirement 
as part of their IDP. 

We felt the best mentoring came not 
as a structured program but from one-on- 
one involvement of an architect and an 
associate. In California, they are | 
developing a major mentoring program 
to pair young architects with experi- 
enced mentors. It’s an important part of 
the profession to prepare the next 
generation of architects. 

If we solve all the licensing and 
political problems, but ther.

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NCA RB Briefs E 


Q&A: Intern Development 
Program (Part 11) 


This is the third article in a series 
addressing the most frequently asked 
questions about four NCARB services, 
compiling a Council Record, completing 
IDP, becoming NCARB-certified and 
transmitting your record for reciprocal 
registration. 


О. Whenever I call NCARB, I get 
someone's voice mail. Why can't I speak 


to a real person? 

A. Most calls from Council Record 
holders are answered by staff from either 
the Council Records Department or the 
Student and Intern Services Department. 
If all customer service representatives are 
busy, your call is answered by our voice 
mail service. This is a much more 
efficient way of handling calls, as opposed 
to putting customers on hold until a 


representative becomes available (costing 


you both time and money). 


Q. Why does it take so long (sometimes 
up to three days) for NCARB to return 
my phone call? 


A. Our current turnaround time for 
responding to voice mail messages is 
within 24 hours. The majority of calls are 
answered immediately or within one 
hour. NCARB is rigorously monitoring 
response time in an effort to improve 
customer service. We realize how 
important it is to receive a prompt, 
courteous response to telephone inquiries. 


Q. Why are the IDP rules so inflexible? 
I worked for nine weeks and received 
no training credit, since I had not 
worked for "ten consecutive weeks." 
This doesn't seem fair. 

A. Conditions governing the IDP 
Training Requirement are established to 
protect the public’s interests, not to 
respond to interns’ needs. Interns should 
become familiar with these conditions by 
carefully reading the IDP Guidelines. By 
knowing the rules, you can avoid 


knowingly losing training credit. If your 
facing a job-related decision and want to 
discuss the impact on registration, 
contact the Student and Intern Services 
Department at 202-879-0500. 


Q. I went to one architectural school 
and worked for one architectural firm 
for my entire internship. 1 also procras- 


tinated about starting my IDP Council 
Record. So now I'm told that I have to 
pay an extra $70 to "maintain" my 
record for an additional two years and 
an additional $300 since I applied late. 
Why should I have to pay these extra 
fees? 


A. All interns are required to pay a total 
of $265 to establish their Council Record 
This fee includes maintaining your record 
for three years and transmitting the 
record to your state registration board. In 
your particular case, you will take the 
Architect Registration Examination and 
receive your license during this three-year 
period. When you should subsequently 
apply for NCARB certification as a 
registered architect, the fee would cover 
services associated with updating your 


record. Even though you are still an 
intern, it makes economic sense to 
proceed with NCARB certification 


during the three-year window, thereby 


maximizing your financial investment. 

The $300 fee covers services associated 
with the accelerated processing of your 
Council Record application, compilation 
and transmittal. Remember that this fee 
does not have to be paid if you request 
transmittal of the record at least one year 
after the date you established it. This fee 
is refundable, i.e., it will be refunded if 
after paying it you should subsequently 
decide not to have your record transmit- 
ted within the first year. 


Q. All of my initial paperwork has been 
received by NCARB, but I haven't 
heard anything for over two months. Is 
everything OK? What should I do about 
documenting my experience? 

A. NCARB has experienced problems 
processing initial evaluations of Council 


Records; however, these problems have 
been addressed. Our goal is to complete 


this evaluation within five working days 
of the "ready" date. If you have not 
received an evaluation, simply contact 
the NCARB Student and Intern Services 
Department at 202-879-0500. A customer 
service representative will prepare your 
evaluation and send it out within two 
working days. 


Q. What can I do if I disagree with 
NCARB’s evaluation of my qualifica- 


tions? 


A. Since you are an applicant for initial 
registration, any questions concerning 
your evaluation should be directed to 
your state registration board. Remember 
that registration boards, and not 
NCARB, are empowered to establish 
requirements and conditions governing 


admission to the Architect Registration 
Examination, For further information, 
including addresses and phone numbers, 
consult IDP Guidelines or the NCARB 
Web site at www.ncarb.org.
